Cycles At Silver lakes 


How many no point races have you seen with 300 entries? The Gripsters 
M.C. of Placentia hosted such an event Sunday, August 7 at their new track 
in Silver Lakes park two miles north of Corona on Main Street (Norco tumoff 
from the Riverside Freeway). The half mile track is built around one of the 
lakes and features four jumps. 

A trip around the new track goes 
thus: Off the start/finish line you 
run into a 90 degree right hand turn 
then a left and an up-hill jump. 
After your nerves have settled from 
that you run through an S turn with 
a bank on your left and then another 
sharp right hander. Another jump 
and as you touch down you duck 
your head, blast through a shady 
Gazebo and under an overhanging 
branch. Back in the sunshine, you 
loft it off another jump and slide 
through another 90 degree right 
hander, straighten up and do it 
again. After a fair straightaway, 
you bust over another jump, cross 
the start/finish. line and start the 
whole thing over again. 

This course is a bit rough but 
not so much so that it will be the 
exclusive domain of the desert

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NIXON SCORES A DOUBLE 


Gary Nixon left a trail of broken hearts and shattered records last 
weekend while demonstrating in expert fashion that he is the man to 
beat in AMA road racing these days. 

The broken hearts belonged to Cal Rayborn and the rest of the 
runners-up in both the 50-mile lightweight and the 110-mile National 
Championship races at Greenwood Raceway in Des Moines, lowa. 
Nixon’s Championship-winning machine was a 500cc Triumph. Califor- 
nian Cal came in second to Nixon in both big events. The old records 
that Nixon’s stellar performance left broken were replaced by new 
ones set by the dashing young man on the flying Japanese and Triumph 
motorcycles. 

Oh, he flew ‘round the track with the greatest of ease, finishing the 110- 
mile 500cc Championship in a new record time of 1 hour, 22 minutes for an 
81.210 mph average speed. The old record stood at 1:24 "40, average 78.661 
mph. 

It was a duel of champions from start to finish as Nixon and Rayborn 
took the lead away from each other, lap after lap. In the entire 37-lap con- 
test the pair were closer than one, length apart for all but seven laps. 

Nixon led on laps 1, 2, 5, 7, à, 10, 11, 12, 13, 15, 16, and through to the 
finish, although the two gladiators were less than one foot apart on laps 17 
and 18. Rayborm and his Andres-tuned Harley-Davidson led laps 3, 4, 6, 14, 
and was exactly even with Nixon on laps 9, 20 and 21. Rayborn’ made the 
mandatory pit stop for gas on lap 31 and thereby relinquished the chance of 
catching Nixon, who gassed on lap 31. Their pit stops were both equally 
quick. After the gas stops both leaders were involved in battling slower

DIGGER CONTROVERSY CONTINUES 


DIST. 37 SPORTS COMMITTEE MEETING

Discussion continued on the Dirt 
Digger M.C.’s non-renewal of charter, 
(see Cycle News Vol. II, No.27) as the 
District 37 (Southern California Sports 
Committee held it’s monthly meeting 
Thursday night. 

A representative asked about the 
letter that the District had voted upon to 
be sent to AMA es and what 
reply had been, if any! Secretary Bill 
Adams read the letter that he had sent 
to the AMA in Columbus. In brief, it 
asked for a reconsideration of the renew- 
al of the charter, and a clarification on 
the question of AMA riders being allowed 
to compete in events sponsored by two 
separate organizations, and the right of 
clubs to hold charters (and so sponsor 
events) sanctioned by two separate or 
ganizations. Mr. Adams said that Colum- 
bus had intimated that if another formal 
request for reinstatement was received 
from the Dirt Diggers it would be re- 
considered. Don Kemp, Dirt Diggers 
President, replied that he had already 
sent off several requests along with a 
check but had heard nothing. 


to my letter up to today. I called AMA 
Secretary Bill Berry in Columbus at 8 
o’clock in the moming our time and was 
told that he was out. I said that I would 
call Mr. Berry again at noon to discuss 
this matter with him. At noon, I was told 
by Mr. Berry’s secretary that she had a 
message from Mr. Berry, he was research- 
ing through the Board of Directors min- 
utes etc., and that when he had done a 
thorough check-up on these points, he 
would answer the letter.”

MOTORCYCLE LAW 
EXPLAINED 


Motorcycle owners were reminded 
recently by California Highway Pa- 
trol Commissioner Bradford M. Crit- 
tenden that they can be cited if 
they transport their motorcycle on a 
vehicle and obscure the license 
plates, the lights or the driver’s 
front view. 

“A motorcycle cannot be carried 
on the front or back of another vehi- 
cle if it covers headlamps, turn 
signals, stop or tail lamps, or the 
license plates, or if it extends 
above the hood and obscures the 
driver’s front view of the road,” 
Crittenden said. 

“The increased number of motor- 
cycles being purchased in Califor- 
nia for use on vacations.and in con- 
junction with camping trips makes 
it imperative that the applicable 
laws be understood,” Crittenden 
concluded.

Problems

awarded the forty inch tall national 
trophy without a race..

I 
would rather just sell them a trophy, 
for they did no more than make a 
purchase with their entry. An even 
more bitter portion of this to me, is 
the fact that many were overjoyed 
that they won a “race” so easy.

on the sidelines as Ebeling and Don 
Harris (rider of the twin BSA) staged for 
the first round. Ebeling took the round 
and returned to the pits for a quick oil 
change and the match with Sirkegian. 

Sirkegian fired first and headed for 
the staging area. The Triumph was then 
fired via a tow and thus passed the BSA 
on the fire up road. Sirkegian must push 
his bike to the starting line and it is a 
slow process, When both machines were 
finally staged at the starting lights 
Ebeling’s bike had over heated and be- 
gan running erratically. When the lights 
turned green, Sirkegian took the win 
turning 11.82 elapsed time. Certain that 
the BSA won, only due to the Triumph’ s 
overheating, Ebeling challenged to a 
rematch with a small side bet. Sirkegian 
accepted and the race was on again, but 
overheating wasn’tthe Triumphs problem 
for it ran just as badly and was defeated 
soundly by the BSA. Next week they 
will meet again and Triumph will try to 
seek victory over BSA. 

















Well-Known Wizard of the spray- 
gun and striping brush Kenny Von 
Dutch very recently completed the 
project shown in these two pictures 
of his remarkable XAVW——a Volkswagen-powered motorcycle built entirely by 
the painter in his Reseda back yard. “Over the years,” says Von Dutch, “The 
parts accumulated, | felt I had an obligation to build it.” 

The frame and gearbox were part of a Harley-Davidson experimental Army 
model (thus the designation XA) opposed twin shaft-drive of which only 1100 
were built in 1942. Forks are standard Moto-Guzzi units. The VW engine is 
40hp 1959 version with magnesium block. Standard VW fitments, ignition, etc. 
are employed. 

Von Dutch says of the project, “I didn’t do anything hard. It had to go 
together easy or I’d look for a better way.” The rear fender and mufflers are 
Triumph parts, the tank is off a Honda 450. The goat is Von Dutch’s pet, 
named Daphne. 

According to its builder, the machine handles so well that he was plan- 
ning to fit a sidecar, but changed his mind. The perforated box on the right 
side is an oil cooler. 

The XAVW kickstarts easily and runs very quietly. What color scheme 
did the master painter choose for his own device? A simple black with red 
embellishments.

I was going to say “the 
Mafia” just to check his reaction, but 
you can’t tell who might be listening in 
the Playboy Club, so I told the truth, 
Just Sharon and Me... and 200 loyal ad- 
vertisers... and about 10,000 readers. 
‘That’s Who's behind Cycle News! 


PUT YOUR BEST WHEEL SIDEWAYS 


There are groups, and there are indi- 
viduals, that are easy to dislike. Owing 
to some quirk of personality, they irritate 
us. They seem to be poking their nose 
in where it isn’t wanted — they don’t 
disappear when they are told to “get 
lost", and they’re never satisfied when 
we’ve told them all that we think they 
ought to know. A good newsgatherer is 
like that. The Dirtdiggers Motorcycle 
Club appears to suffer the same af- 
fliction. 

We are admittedly biased in favor of 
any California club that can promote 
great race like the Hopetown Grand 
Prix every year. Considering the enor- 
mous problems this event entails, the 
Dirtdiggers deserve all the tolerance 
and help that organized motorcycling 
can offer. Because they had the bad 
manners to offend the former Executive 
Secretary of the AMA, the Dirtdiggers 
have lost their AMA charter, and unless 
reason prevails in Columbus, Ohio, the 
Hopetown races this coming November 
may have to operate without the AMA’s 
blessing. 

In a way, it matters little whether or 
not the AMA flushes the Dirtdiggers’ 
21-year-old charter down the drain. The 
race will still go on under ACA sanc- 
tion. While the ACA is undeniably a 
one-man organization, at least that man, 
Wes Cooley, is here, where the action is. 

The AMA may not realize that by 
ignoring the grievances of their sport- 
ing clubs, they are cutting some of the 
only lines of communication that exist 
between the non-riding executives of the 
association and the grass-roots, rider 
members. The Dirtdiggers complaints 
may be completely invalid, and they may 
have thoroughly “torn it” by letting the 
ACA co-sanction the event that led to 
losing their charter. But in the United 
States, ... dissenting voices, no matter 
how radical, have a right to be heard as 
long as they don’t advocate violence. 

In their latest “Dirtdiggers News- 
letter” the club says ... “It appears the 
AMA of Columbus, Ohio is still throw- 
ing their California TT (temper tantrum) 
and we don’t like the results!” The 
Newsletter continues ... “therefore, we 
move that District 37, as a whole, pull 
out of the AMA, and we’ll govern our- 
selves. The District has a large enough 
membership and treasury to efficiently 
do this, and if a problem arises, they 
are local and can solve it at theirmonth- 
ly meetings.” i 

The Dirtdiggers propose, not alto- 
gether seriously, we suspect, an associ- 
ation called S.C.R.A.M. (So. Cal. Racing 
Association of Motorcyclists). And their 
slogan is, “If the AMA won’t have you, 
SCRAM.”

DESERT 


For the desert riders, the following 
information came out of the meeting. 
There is to be no pre-practice at Euro- 
pean scrambles events. Riders on the 
course prior to an event, whether caught 
or observed, will be disqualified. The 
promoting club will be responsible for 
sending in offender’s numbers to the 
Competition Committee, and the guilty 
will lose points for that day. Jean Carter 
pointed out that it is permissible to 
check out the route to the smoke bomb 
on other type events, and that you can 
ride around the perimeter of European 
Scrambles events but not on the marked 
course. Also, on Hare and Hounds and 
Hare Scrambles it is not permissible to 
check out the course the day before. As 
long as a desert course is marked you 
must stay OFF.

Also, it is 
recommended that no rider ever ride 
alone either checking things out or just 
riding out of sight of the pits unless he 
has a buddy along. Recently a rider fell 
and it was 9:15 p.m. before searchers 
found him, trying to make his way back 
with some hurt ribs. 

Barstow M.C. requested achange from 
an Enduro to a Hare Scrambles event for 
Dec. 4th. Discussion followed, with the 
point brought out that now Enduro points 
are separate from desert events, and the 
rule book recognizes two types of events 
only—heat starts and mass starts—they 
could change but there would be no 
points paid. Barstow reps. told the Com- 
mittee that they would let them know 
very shortly what their decision was, 


The meeting was closed with refer- 
ence being made to a large stack of 
printed letter forms that representatives 
were asked to take with them for dis- 
tribution, These are to be filled out with 
full name and address and sent to your 
local committeeman or representative as 
they are a written protest to the closing 
of trails to motor-driven vehicles, It was 
pointed out that when authorities get 
this type of “form letter” they usually 
just drop in the waste basket and that 
hand-written letters and cards are the 
only way. But Jean Carter pointed out 
that it was a similar action that brought 
about a re-opening of hearings some 
time ago on the use of the Acton track 
and that if the authorities received a 
veritable flood of these letters, printed 
or hand-written, they would be forced to 
take notice, realizing that enough people 
were unhappy enough to do something 
about the situation.
